The slaying of Joe McDonald, known as 
“‘Foxey,"’ a footpad, was the first triumph of 
the peaceable citizen over the bandit in St. 
Louis since October, 1894, when Grocer Sul- 
livan of North Broadway routed three men 
who tried to hold him up, and wounded and 
captured one of them. The police are high- 
ly gratified, and there is a strong sentiment 
that George Graham would be an orna- 
ment to the force,

Under present conditions President Mc- 
‘Kinley could not intervene except as an act 
of hostility to Spa'n, for the Spaniards have 
acceded to every, demand made by this 
Government almost before it was presented. 
‘It has been intimated, however, that if the 
'United States should send its warships to 
‘Havana, stop the war and agree to pay the 
$400,000,000 of the Cuban loan, both France 
and Great Britain would sustain this coun- 
try, and, therefore, the Sagasta Govern- 
ment could appeal to the people of Spain 
and show that the loss of Cuba had come 
about by the influence of France and Great 
‘Britain rather, than by the dictation of the 
hated Yankees. It is undoubtedly a fact 
that the bondholders are moving to put 
this country in a position where it. will 
guarantee payment, and if it does this the 
war ‘n Cuba will speedily end,

The police 
knew him inia@ general way, but say he 
Was never convicted of any grave crime. 

Patrolmen Lynch, Fay and Birmingham 
arrived on the scene of the tragedy a few 
seconds after the shooting. They took the 
names of several persons who arrived be- 
fore them as witnesses. They are R. W. 
Sadring, 4920 Easton avenue; O. F. Mc- 
Donald, news agent at the Four Courts; 
Dr. J. Francis, and 8S. Gill, 3442 Fair 
street. These men heard the shots and 
jumped off the car that Graham referred 


to. 

Patrolmen Birmingham and Fowler were 
detailed to find McDonald’s companions. 
They found Dan Murphy at Twenty-third 
and O'Fallon streets attending the wake 
of Ed Toomey, who was killed in Ernst 
Beste’s saloon by Ed Dillard. 

Murphy’s face was blackened. He claims 
that he was at the wake all the evening 
and that somebody blacked his face while 


he was asleep as a contribution to the 
gayety of the occasion. 

Graham saw Murphy and eaid he thought 
he was one of McDonaid’s companions. 
Murphy has been arrested many times for 
crimes ranging from petit larceny to as- 
sault to murder. He and McDonald were 
birds of a feather. 

Frank (Munsell, alias “Butch,” is sus- 
pected by the polce to have been“with Mc- 

onald and Murphy. 

Coroner Wait will hold the inquest on 
McDonald Friday. When the dead man’s 
clothing was examined at the Morgue sev- 
eral pieces of wienerwurst were found in 
the pocket. Another piece was found in his 
left hand. This may throw a different l'ght 
on the tragedy. The Four Courts officials 
think possibly McDonald had snatched 
some of Graham's wares and drew his re- 
volver when payment was demanded. 

McDonald had on no socks and his toes 
protruded through the holes in his shoes. 

Chief Desmond said of the tragedy: “If 
the report of the officers is correct, 
Graham has done a better piece of work 
than the police have done in a long time. 
He deserves the thanks of every citizen 
and should get a medal. That killing will do 
much to put an end to lawless acts.’”’ 


CANNON FOR HUNTING 


A Missouri Farmer Will Slaughter 
Wild Geese in Salt River. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., Jan. 13—James Sanners, 
who owns a large farm in Salt River bot- 
tom, Ralls County, came to Hannibal to- 
day and bought a large cannon, already 
mounted, and a large quantity of powder 
and shot with which to shoot wild geese. 
He says the wild geese are so numerous 
that they are destroying his corn In the 
shock and eating up the growing wheat. 
They are so wild that it is impossible to 
get near enough to them to shoot tiem 
with ordinary shotguns, so he decided to 
purchase a cannon. The cannon will be 


placed on a swivel and made stationary at 
some point in: the field and will be loaded 
with “buckshot,’’ so that he can shcot in 
any direction, and expects to kill the birds 
by the dozen. Each load will contain three 
pounds of shot and a half-pound of powder. 
This is a novel way to get rid of the geese 
and the citizens of Ralls County will wait 
with patience to learn the result.

The tornado made a clean sweep on Gar- 
rison avenue from Ninth to Texas. I. Isaac- 
son's store was totally demolished and the 
stock is a total loss. The rear end of Bab- 
cock’s grocery store was blown out, he 
following stores were totally demolished:

PATH OF THE STORM. 

The storm came directly from the south- 
west, etriking the.city on what is known 
as the Reserve. The first obstruction in jts 
path was the National Cemetery, one of 
the most beautiful in the South. The high 
brick wall surrounding this was swept 
away as easily as an egg shell might have 
been. The residence near the center of 
the cemetery, occupied for many years by 
Mr. R. C. Bulgin, a Federal soldier, who 
had charge of the grounds, went down, a 
mass of broken rock and timbers. The 
Wellington Hotel also fell before the-~fury 
of the blast. Out on the Reserve, directly 
in the path of the tornado, lay a large cot- 
ton yard, where thousands of bales had 
been placed jin storage. These were hurled 
tn every direction. The strong iron bands 
around many of the bales were snapped 
4s easily as though they were cotton twine, 
and the fleecy staple scattered to the four 
corners of the earth. Every residence im 
that section was razed to the ground, many 
of the inhabitants receiving severe injuries. 

Directly in the path of the storm was the 
upper end of Garrison avenue. The first 
building struck was at the corner of Ninth, 
a big two-story stone structure, occupied 
by I. Isaacson with a stock of general mer- 
chandise. Not one stone was left upon an- 
other. From here out to the Catholic 
Church, which stands at the end of the ay- 
enue in the center of the street, not a 
building remains except as a wreck. In th's 
eection and out Towson avenue was where 
80 many fatalities occurred. 

The second and third stories of many of 
the buildings were occupied by tenants, and 
these went down to almost tnstant death 
under the mass of debris and wreckage. 
From some of these buildings no less than 
twelve dead bodies were taken. 

Out Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets a path of destruction 
was cut through the most thickly populated 
portion of the city. 

From the High School building to the 
city limits the storm sped on. The splendid 
country house of Joe P. Matthews, one of 
the finest im the. State, went down 
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consumed, the occupants escaping with 
severe bruises. A sewing girl in the house 
was blown across an adjoining pasture and 
her arm broken. She walked into the city, 
a distance of more than a mile, where she 
rece.ved medical attention. 

Out three m.les and the tornado crossed 
the Arkansas River, not, however, until 
several farmhouses had been destroyed. 
Several deaths are reported from across 
the river in Crawford County. Great dam- 
age is reported from the Indian Territory 
tributary to Fort Smith. The path of the 
tornado was 200 yards wide. 

RAGED FIFTEEN MINUTES. 

Miss Lillie B. Mivelez of Little Rock, who 
was stopping at Hotel Main, describes the 
storm: 

‘There was an awful roaring sound,” said 
Miss Mivelez, ‘‘during the fifteen or twenty 
minutes the storm raged. The wind blew 
fearfully and the hail fell furiously. I 
had retired, but was awakened during the 
storm, and I at once realized it was a 
tornado, having a lively recollection of the 
v_sitation experienced by Little Rock in Oc- 
tober, 1894. The evening had been unusu- 
ally warm, and clouds had been forming. 
Fortunately the Hotel Main was not directly 
in the path of the tornado and therefore 
escaped damage. The sight was awful. 
After the storm the moon came out, the 
clouds disappeared. Then fire broke out in 
the devastated district, making one of the 
most wejrdly beautiful spectacles imagin- 
able. It is simnly impossible to describe 
the pictude. From Ninth street to the 
Texas road houses were demolished on 
both sides of the street. The brick house 
of my aunt, Mrs. Maru Mivelez, was blown 
off, and the fine new High School was badly 
damaged. The damage was great on Twelfth 
street and Catholic avenue.

ABOUT VAN BUREN. 


The Storm Tore a Path 200 Yards 
Wide in Crawford County. 


VAN BUREN, Ark., Jan. 13.—The tornado 
that descended upon Fort Smith last night 
crossed the Arkansas River one-half mile 


south of here, and tore a path 200 yards wide 
through Crawford County. The first house it 
struck was that of William Hines, occupied 
by a colored family, who left the house just 
as it left its foundation. The house was de- 
molished, but the occupants escaped. The 
next house in line was Frank Boatright’s. 
It was a large two-story house, and nothing 
remains of it but the floor. Boatright’s son 
and daughter were badly injured. 

The houses of Waiter Haley and Mrs. Kel. 
ler were on an adjoining farm, and were 
blown entirely away, not a vest:ge of them 
being left. The families of both were injured, 
James Shipley’s store and dwelling were 
blown down, but none of the occupants were 
injured. Charles Wright was blown from 
h‘'s house and fatally injured. 

Edward Blakemore was instantly killed by 
his house blowing down on him. The house 
of Mrs. Bash was demolished and she was 
crushed and two of her children, aged 14 and 
16 vears were injured. 

It is estimated that about 100 head of cattle 
and horses were in the path of the tornado 
and were killed. It ‘s five miles on a direct 
line from Van Buren to Fort Smith, and de- 
bris from there was strewn over the ground 
three miles heyond here. A mass meeting is 
freer held here to-night to relieve the des- 

tute,

GEN. LEE’S REPORTS. 


Startling Statements as to the Immi- 
nence of Starvation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—United S6tates 
Consul General Lee has reported to the 
State Department from Havana, under date 
of yesterday, the facts connected with the 
rioting there yesterday. While the State 
Department officials do not divulge the text 


of the dispatch, it is said that it corrobo- 
rates generally the newspaper reports on 
the subject. According to Gen. ee’s. re 
port the disturbance had been quelled for 
the time being, but he was apprehensive of 
another outbreak at any moment. Nothing 
has been heard from the Consul General to- 
day, so it ‘s assumed at the State Depart- 
ment that the situation remains unchanged 
in Havana. Gen. Lee did not ask to have 
a warship sent to Havena, and in the opin- 
ion of the State Depanmment officials that 
is a sufficient reason for the assumption 
that there is no occas'on for sending one. 
The officials are evidently not apprehensive 
of any trouble in the immediate future that 
will require the forcible intervention of our 
Government, The disquieting feature of the 
S:tuation is the horrible condition of the 
poor in Cuba. 

According to Gen. Lee's advices, no less 
than 200,000 people on the island are in the 
last stages of destitution and are wholly 
dependent upon charity. To feed these peo- 
le on a l10-cent ration per day would cost 
20,000 day, which sum is double the 
Amount so far received in contributions by 
thé State Department. In the opinion of 
Gen. Lee, 20 per cent of these poor people 
are surely doomed to death from starva- 
tion and disease. In such a state of af- 
fains the existence of any form of organized 
government is threatened and the auton- 
om plans of Spain command Little atten- 

on, 

The naval authorities maintain their 
serenity, not withstanding many rumors of 

radical action, such as the dispatch of war- 
ahine to Havana and like stories 

Secretary Long was asked whether aany 
of the American ships had been ordered to 
be ready to sail for Havana. He replied 
that, while he could not discuss the matter 
he would say that he had not made any 
change in the battleship Maine, now lying 
at Key West. 

Inquiry developed the fact that the 
Maine’s last orders were to go out for 
target practice and upon falling in with 
the North Atlantic Squadron to attach her- 
self. Although there is no expectation at 
the Navy Department of any trouble just 
now, still in case it should occur the navy 
is more strongly represerited in Florida 
and West Indian waters than it has been 
in the past ten years. At Key West there 
is the second-class battleship Maine and 
the cruiser Marblehead; at Jacksonville 
the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius; at St. Kitts 
is the Annapolis and at Guadaloupe the 
Wilmington.

WORKERS OF NEW ENGLAND 
MILLS HAVE RESOLVED 
TO RESIST WAGE 
REDUCTION.

FALL RIVER, Jan. 13.~A spectacle un- 
paralleled in the industrial world began to- 
day, when the reduction of the wages of 
nearly a quarter of a million men, women 
and children employed in New England 


cotton factories started. Each one of these 
individuals will hereafter receive 10 or 11 
cents less on the dollar than they have 
been earning, 

In addition to the quarter of a million 
actual workers affected there are concerned 
half a milion other persons, represented by 
the families of operatives, 

It is the most sweeping reduction ever 
made in the cotton manufacturing business. 

The fact that all the operatives but those 
employed in the high-class goods mills of 
New Bedford and Lawrence submitted to 
the reduction, although under protest, is 
an indication of the extraordinary condi- 
tions prevailing that cause such extreme 
reduction, 

In Massachusetts, notably in Fall River, 
where the cut down started, it is supposed 
to affect 75 mill treasurers, who never be- 
fore suffered such a reduction. In New Bed- 
ford the same cut-down in high-priced sal- 
aries Occurs, and in Fall River members of 
the Association of Manufacturers them- 
Selves advised the cut down of salaries as 
well as wages,

Question Will Come Before the People 
in the Form of Amendments 
to the Charter. 


Ten clerks are working overtime in the 
Election Commissioners’ offices at the new 
City Hall. They are prepar‘ng the primary 
books for an anticipated spring election. 

“There is no regular election this spring 
for any municipal office,” says Election 
Commissioner Saunders, “but the board is 
convinced there will be a special vote or- 
dered upon proposed amendments [to the 
Scheme and Charter. If our anticipations 
are realized, we shall be ready. If they are 
not, no harm can result from our prepar- 
ations.”’ 

The conditions which the board considers 
a warranty for their haste are these: Mayor 


Ziegenhein has determined to characterize 
his administration by a policy of public im- 
provements that will place the city in the 
front rank of great municipalities.

Under existing law 
the contractor's bill for improvement is a 
lien upon property, which must be paid 
in 90 days. It is a hardship which) 50 per 
cent of the property-owners cannot stand 
and which greatly retards the buying of 
homes by men of moderate and small 
means. The Mayor proposes that this 
shall be changed so that bills for improve- 
ments may be paid the contractor in bonds, 
the ¢ity giving the property-owners a period 
Of years to meet the cost of improving 
their property on the time-payment lan, 

These are the amendments which Mayor 
Ziegenhein proposes shall be submitted to 
the people in April or May next. 

When the Board of Public Improvements 
paid their respects to the Mayor, on New 
Year’s Day, His Honor told them he wanted 
them to move quickly in the matter of 
preparing these amendments to the charter. 

t is well understood the chief purpose 
of the junket of Assemblymen to Eastern 
cities is itQat on their return they may give 
a glowing description of what hts been ac- 
complished in smaller cities in the way of 
public improvements, and thus arouse the 
St. Louis people to a sense of the necés- 
sity of immediate and intelligent -action. 

The amendments proposed by the Charter 
Amendment Commission have already fall- 
en by the wayside as being too radical, 
since they undertook to overthrow the ten- 
ure of offices and the time of making ap- 
pointments., 

Now Mayor Ziegenhein has the subject in 
hand and there is a rumor that the Mayor 
has dropped a hint to the Board of Elec- 
tion Comm/'ssioners to be prepared for a 
Special election this spring upon the two 
amendments to the charter, which he will 
have submitted to the people through the 
Board of Public Improvements and the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. 

The Commissioners have certainly im- 
bibed the idea that the Mayor is in position 
to make good his policy, and hence the ac- 
tivity in the board in moving to meet an 
expected demand upon them.

TIME FOR AN ACCOUNTING. 


The Pastor Says It Is Near at Hand 
and That He Will Be Prepared 
When the Opportunity

At the Merchants’ League Club’s emanci- 
pation celebration Wednesday night, Chaun- 
cey I. Filley, in the course of a speech, 
said: ' 

“Did old Dr. Boyd get me, or did I get 


im ?’’ 

As Mr. Filley did not answer the ques- 
tion, the task fell to Dr. Boyd, 

“Dia@ you get him or did he get you?” 
asked the Post-Dispatch reporter of the 
reverend ex-President of the Civic Feder- 
ation Thursday morning. 

Dr. Boyd swayed back and forth in his big 
rocker, looked at the floor, then at the ce:l- 
ing and finally at his questioner, then said: 

“TI do not know that I care to epee’ of 
Mr. Filley, or any other disagreeable topic 
just now. My mind is on church work. 
Thinking or speaking of Mr. Filley would 
divert my thoughts from the channel in 
which I would have them run, 

“Why should I answer Mr. Filley? I have 
retired from the field of politics. True, my 
opinion of Mr. Filley has not changed. He 
knows what I think of him. I have not 
hesitated to express my contempt for his 
methods. I never stood back as jong as 
I was in the fight and meant all I said. 
Personally there should be no animosity 
between me and Mr. Filey. There is none 
on my part, but he is so constituted that 
he finds the greatest pleasure in putrid per- 
sonalities, Nothing is too contemptibly 
mean for him to do toa man who differs 
from him in politics or who, though of the 
same political faith, dares assail the -n- 
iquitous machine which he controls and 
uses to do his dirty work. 

‘When he marks a man a target for his 
spleen he aims to crush him. He does not 
fight him in the open fleld of polttics alone. 
He follows him into his social and family 
life and considers no means unworthy of his 

urpose to blast an opponent's reputation. 
No man is his friend whose personality is 
too strong to permit of his incorporation in 
the Filley machine. Outside of the element 
that goes to make up that machine Filley’s 
influence amounts to nothing. 

‘Ag I said I do not care to answer his 
question. I am out of the fleld. Mr, Filley 
ia still in it, or thinks he is, which to him 
amounts to the same thing. I will say, 
though, that Mr. Filley did not get me. 
I never tried to get im. would not 
have any use for him if I got him. I 
don’t want him. 

“He is nearing his political goal, the 
oblivion that follows an Iill-spent life. In- 
stead of trying to crush others he tis ap- 

roaching that position where he will have 
is hands full preventing himself from 
being crushed. I understand he mentioned 
the Civic Federation last night. have 
no desire to apologize for that gay f I 
think there fs no question that Mr. Filley 
got the Civic Federation. I thought so 
and said so when I resigned as its preai- 
dent. 

“Mr. Filley is a guerilla. 
sire to descend to his level. 
comes necessary to enter into a contro- 
versy with him I want to be well pre- 
pared. The time for a round-up and an 
accounting is near at hand. A Man can- 
not throw honesty, uprightness and de- 
cency to the winds in politics or any other 
walk of life without facing the final judg- 
ment. I am not working to hasten Mr. 
tes fe doom, but I may be in at the 

eath.”’

SYNOPSIS OF A MOST IMPORTANT 
LECTURE: 


The Great Advance That Is Being Made 
By Invention and Discovery for Eas- 
ing the Burdens of Life and Making 
Women Better and Happier. ae 


(New York Correspondence. ) 


Mrs. Morgan J. Willard of New York recently 
read a paper before the Woman's League, of 
which she is an officer, on the subject of ‘‘Wom- 
ans Greatest Troubles.’’ After enumerating them 
in order, and intelligently treating the subjects 
of ‘‘Unrequited Affection,” ‘Lack of Apprecia- 
tion,’’ ‘‘Loss of Friends,"’ ‘‘Poverty,’’ etc., she 
continued: 

“But, fortunately, the greatest trouble which 
ever comes into any woman's life is loss of health. 
Other troubles can be overcome. Time mellows 
the grief which is so overwhelming at the hour 
we close the eyes of our dying relatives or friends. 
Poverty may be banished and the lost home and 
social standing regained. Even unrequited affec- 
tion may be lived down, but broken health blights 
the life, undermines the spirit, destroys beauty, 
embitters the nature, ruins the life and, too often, 
makes death a boon. A sickly woman is the sad- 
dest wreck upon the shoals of life. She is not 
only miserable herself, but often brings greater 
misery to those about her—the loving friends whose 
lives are bound up in hers. Woman's greatest 
trouble is ill health!’’ 

After describing many of the diseases to which 
women are specially subject, the. lecturer con- 
tinued: 

‘But thank Heaven there is an escape. Fortu- 
nately there is a relief for women even in their 
lowest physical condition. Modern science and 
modern discovery have worked for years on this 
which is, in fact, the greatest 
lem of life, namely, how to produce happiness. 
and it is a cause for gratitude that these efforts 
have been successful.

The lecture made a deep impression upon the 
ladies of the League who heard it, and there was 
much discussion upon it after the session closed. 
It seemed to be the general sentiment that women 
of the present day are beginnipg to see how need- 
less were the troubles which women formerly en- 
dured, and how easily they can be avoided at the 
present time by exercising intelligent care.

RECORD OF THE LOCAL CRACK. 


It Is a Good One, Sure Enough, and for 
a Youngster, He Has Made a 
Remarkable Showing. 


There was a sound of hammers and-saws

A. W. head- 
quarters is about the Coburn-Eaton race, 
which will be the big event on the night 


of Saturday, Jan. 22, when the big tourna- 
ment takes place. 

There are some who think Willie Coburn, 
the local crack, will give Eaton, the indoor 
champion, a regular surprise party, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that he will have 
Jack Prince to train him. 


Prince considers Coburn one of the most 
promising young riders in America. He 
now holds the championship of St. Louis 
easily, notwithstanding the fact that he is 
enly a little over 20 years of age. He com- 
menced riding in 1894, making his debut in 
the Forest Park Road race, finishing sev- 
enth from the five-minute mark. 

That vear he won 122 first, 18 seconds and 
18 thirds. He followed up his distinguished 
debut in 1895 by winning 19 firsts, eight sec- 
onds and four thirds. He won every two- 
mile race in which he started. He was 
scratch man in five races. 

At the Missouri State meet at Shelbina 
he won every race in which he participated. 
He broke the one-half and one-quarter-mile 
unpaced tandem records with Wm. Randall 
at New Orleans; 1896 was his banner yéar, 
scoring 22 first, six seconds and six thirds. 
He won the mile open at the National meet 
at Louisville, Ky., defeating Bald, Cooper, 
Butler, Sanger, Gardiner and Ziegler. 

He also ran second in the one mile Na- 
tional] championship, defeating all the above 
except Butler. From Aug. 15 to the close 
of the season he won every open race in 
which he started, 16 out of 18, and rode sec- 
ond and fourth in the other two. Oct, 8, at 
the Pastime track, he defeated L. D. Ca- 
banne in @ special match race for the cham- 
pionship of St. Louis. He also broke the 
State one-half mile record in 565 2-5s. 

At Louisville, on Aug. 10, he won an exhi- 
bition competition mile open, standing start, 
ten starters, time Im. 55s. flat. This was 
the fastest competition mile scored in 1896. 
He also made the fastest exhibition paced 
mile at Louisville, in Im. hs., and rode two 
miles in 3m. 59s. 

Willie Coburn is one of the greatest track 
men that St. Louis has ever produced, and 
he bids fair to excel in the near future his 
wonderful performances fn this brilliant 
career up to the present: time. He ifs a 
prominent member of the Century Road 
Club, and takes an active interest in its 
affairs.

He is also named as trustee and is au- 
thorized to take charge of all the assets 
of the club, which consist of the entire 
Sportsman’s Park outfit, and sell the prep- 
erty at private sale in six months. 

The stockholders and the directors of 
the club held a very quiet meeting yes- 
terday morning, at which Von der Ahe re- 
signed as president and treasurer of the 
club.

In-+other words, they 
transferred all of the assets of the concern 
to Von der Ahe for what they term ‘the 
benefit of the creditors.”’ 

Mr. Von der Ahe’s claims against the 
coneern are twenty notes of $1000 each, 
thirty notes of $1000 each, one note of 
$13,935.72, one of $12,000 and one of $3950. A 
score or more of other notes and claims, 
rang We from $50 to $1962.50, are mentioned by 
Mr. Von der Ahe, the total aggregating 
$108, 962. 

There are also other claims amounting to 
about $17,500. 

Nothing is said in the deed of trust about 
the Lecker note of $10,000 and the $20,000 first 
mortgage bonds which fall due on Saturday 
next. 

Thies deed will not interfere with duly 
recorded mortgages or judgments held 
against Sportsman’s Park.

CORNELL'S GOOD CAPTAIN. 


He Wants the Rowing Clubs of All the 
Big Universities to Join in a Scheme. 


ITHICA, N. Y., Jan. 13.—Capt. Frederick 
D. Colson of the Cornell crew has set forth 
in a long letter Cornell's rowing policy. He 
also suggests the formation of a rowing 


association, and in making the suggestigqn 
says Cornell has no other motive than to 
advance the interests of the sport. He 
adds: 

“After accepting the proposition of the 
Yale University Be Ciub for a race on 
the terms proposed by Yale, the Cornell 
Navy wishes to express its own preferences 
in general for an open regatta controled 
by the five universities usually participat- 
ing in rowing. Such a regatta _ Cornell 
gladly stands ready to enter. In case, 
however, it is imposzible to organize such 
regatta Cornell still believes that in view 
of the complications which are arising 
from the difficulty of arranging races and 
dates among these five’ universities it 
would be advantageous for all and bene- 
ficial to coNege rowing if a rowing associa- 
tion representing the five should be formed. 
Such an association could at least, by the 
convienence of conference it would afford. 
facilitate the task of arranging places and 
dates in case two 8-oared races are rowed 
and also aid in broadening the scope of 
rowing competition by introducing, for in- 
stance, rowing in 4-oar pairs or singles, 
and perhaps with combinations of colleges 
other than those heretofore made. We 
therefore invite Yale to become a member 
of such an association, and we shall at 
the same time extend a like invitation to 
Harvard, Pennsylvania and Cornell.”

OF ST. LOUIS FROM 
THEIR FEET. 


WILL INSPECT OTHER CITIES. 


Treasurer of the Party Has Two Thou- 
sand Dollars of the City’s Money 
to Spend for the Cause. 


The official junketing frolic disguised un- 
der the pseudonym of ‘The Good Streets 
Commission,” will leave Thursday night 
with $2000 of the city’s money for a three 
weeks’ trip through the North and East. 

They are: President McMath of the Boarg 
of Public Improvements, Street Commission- 
er Milner, also a member of the Board of 
Public Improvements, Assistant Street Com- 
missioner Julius Wurzburger, Councilmen 
Uthoff and Kratz and Speaker Lehmann. 
and Alderman Schaefer of the House of 
Delegates. Mayor Ziegenhein was slated to 
be the star of the junket company, but he 
refused to g0, because he could not con- 
scientiously participate in spending public 
money so frivolously when the streets and 
other departments of the city were suffering 
for financial relief. 

The gities to be visited are Detroit, Buf- 
falo, Boston, Philadelphia, Washington and 
New York. President McMath will be 


chairman of the committee, and Council- 
man Uthoff handier of the pursestrings. 

When the junket was proposed both Mr. 
McMath and Mr. Milner denounced it aa a 
useless expense of money, and at a time 
when the streets of the cities to be visited 
would be so thickly covered with enow and 
slush that no practical observations could 
be made. More than thie, the mem- 
bers insisted they had been over all the 

round often and recently, and it was not 
resh information they wanted as to con- 
struction and care of streets, but more 
money, and they would guarantee St. Louis 
as good streets as are be found any- 
where. However, after several conferences 
with the other fellows who were bent on 
making the trip as a rest from arduous 
labors, at the city’s expense, the Board 
members consented to pilot the eager 
etatesmen around the circuit. 

No one has ever been able to find out why 
it ig that the Street Commissioner and his 
ass stant should ee a on the junket, but 
it is understood that the junket idea would 
have never been conceived had not Julius 
Ware been in it, and it would not 
look well to take Wurzburger alongand 
leave his chief out. ; 

The Street Department will be without a 
head for the next three weeks. So also will 
be the House of Delegates, as agp pro 
tem Wittenberg is away from the city for 
his health. 

The Board of Public Improvements will 
meet as usual, but it will not be able to 
pass on any general legislation, for the law 
requires such matters to be considered by 
the whole board. 

The most important measure pending be- 
fore the board is the new city lighting or- 
dinance, and President McMath is a mem- 
ber of the Lighting Committee, with Messrs, 
Holman and Colby. Great pressure has 
been brought to bear to hurry this ordl- 
nance, and several drafts of an ordinance 
of that purport have been submitted, but 
none of them were deemed valid. 

The lighting ordinance will go over until 
Mr. MoMath’s return,
